B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows :

if they think the petitioner has no sufficient ground for his petition, provisional 
dismiss it, and thereupon the provisional order shall have effect as ^^/"ascs.
